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| Township Board 
OKs charter | 
township plans

Grayling Township officials 
last week took the final step to 
establish a charter township. 

The Grayling Township 
Board passed a resolution’ to 
establish a charter township. 
The paperwork will now go to 
the Michigan Secretary of State 
for review. 

Grayling Township 
Supervisor Terry Wright said 
township trustees moved ahead 
with the charter township plans 
since citizens did not submit 
petitions to oppose the plans by 
a Dec. 26 deadline, 

In Michigan, townships can 
operate as a general-law town- 
ship or as a charter township, 
which is similar to operating as 
@ corporation. Grayling 


Township has operated as a gen- 


eral-law township since 1873. 

Charter townships have the 
ability to offer more services to 
residents, which was part of the 
reasoning for changing the laws 
that regulate the township, 
Wright said. 

“This is going to force us to 
look at providing services as 
the population increases in cer- 
tain areas in the township, so 
we will have to sit down and do 
some serious planning over the 
next few years,” Wright said. 

Charter townships make it 


more difficult for neighboring 
municipalities to annex land. | 
_ Wright said there are no 
immediate plans to annex prop- 
erty from the township into the 
City of Grayling, but having 
charter township regulations 
would give the township a 
stronger leg to stand on to fight 
the loss of land and tax base. 

“As businesses come into the 
community, we want to make 
sure the township is able to ben- 
efit from that growth,” Wright 
said, 

A charter township can be 
established by a vote of the peo- 
ple, which would automatically 
give the township board author- 
ity to levy up to five mills to pay 
for township services. Wright 
said that voters turned down 
charter township proposals in 
1990 and 2000. 

Since the township board 
voted to establish the charter 
township by resolution, it 
waived its ability to be able to 


_ faise taxes without putting the 


funding proposals before vot- 
ers. 

Wright said the only notice- 
able change that township resi- 
dents will see will be the elec- 
tion of the two additional town- 
ship trustees during the 2008 
general election. 

“There will be no big changes 
at all,” Wright said.

Township asks city to 
buy out fire hall interest

The Grayling Township 
Board is seeking to divest its 
interest in the former Grayling 
City/Township Fire 
Department. 

Last month, — Grayling 
Township Supervisor Terry 
Wright sent a letter to the 
Grayling City Council, asking 
city officials to buy out the 
township’s ownership in the for- 
mer fire station located on 
James Street. 

The fire department building 
was vacated in 2004 when the 
Grayling City/Township Fire 
Department moved to its new 
building located next to the 


Grayling City Hall. 

The township is asking the 
city for $50,000 for its owner- 
ship in the building, which is the 
taxable value of the property 
according to an appraisal done 
by Grayling Township Tax 
Assessor Kurt Marshall, Wright 
said. 

“It’s just kind of sitting out 
there, and it’s an issue that we 
would like to resolve,” Wright 
said. 

A handful of offers have been 
on the negotiating table over the 
past couple of years for owner- 
ship of the building, including a 
land swap for city owned prop- 
erty located next to the Grayling 
Township Transfer Station and 


Recycling Center located on 
North Down River Road. 
Former Grayling City Manager 
Allen Lowe had also offered the 
township board $20,000 for its 
interest in the former fire hall. 

The city had considered leas- 
ing building for the Michigan 
State Police Crime lab for stor- 
age of the lab’s bomb squad 
equipment and vehicles, but a 
final lease agreement has never 
been reached with state offi- 
cials. 

The Michigan Museum of 
Military Transport Foundation 
had also sought to lease or buy 
the former fire station to start a 
museum where military vehi- 
cles and memorabilia would be 


displayed. 

The city is currently using the 
building to store equipment. 

“The city is getting a good 
deal off the building, and we 
would like to just get it off our 
books and the city can do with it 
what they want,” Wright said. 

The city council directed new 
Grayling City Manager David 
Thayer to investigate the past 
negotiations between the city 
and township and make a rec- 
ommendation of the township’s 
buy out offer. 

“imagine they believe that 
since the building is located in 
the city, they believe the owner- 
ship should be with the city,” 
Thayer said.

Panel, Its charge, according to an 
Associated Press report, is “rec- 
ommending how to resolve 
Michigan’s budget problems now 
and get the state on a sound 
financial footing.”

longer range budget problems by 
correcting Michigan’s structural 
revenue imbalance, however, will 
take more than a few weeks to 
develop.

A study panel is a good thing. 
It can produce sound plans and 
promote popular support.

“Because one in five people 
develop a mental health problem 
during their lifetime, we know 
that the number of people who 
know someone with a mental 


health issue is actually higher 


than reported. People may not 
realize they know someone with 


a mental health problem because - 


these issues are still not widely 
discussed,” explained Mary 
Hubbard, Chief Operating 
Officer at Northern Lakes CMH.

Research shows that the most 
effective strategies to reduce 
stigma include public education 
campaigns and opportunities for 
people to have direct contact 
with people with mental illness. 
The anti-stigma projects will 
create venues for people with 
mental illness to share their sto- 
ries and experiences and will 
include art shows, displays, pub- 
lic service campaigns, speakers 
bureaus and documentaries with 
panel discussions.

“Effective treatments and 
services for people with mental 
health problems are available 
and recovery is now the expecta- 
tion,” said Hubbard. 

“Unfortunately,” says 
Hubbard, “many people don’t 
seek treatment because of cost, 
fear, not knowing where to go 
for services, concern about con- 
fidentiality, and the opinions of 
neighbors and community. The 
fear of what people may think 
can be a barrier to recovery. We 
hope to remove the barrier of 
stigma for people seeking help 
through these projects.” 


National marrow 
donor program to 
register residents 


Mercy Family Care 
clinics provide 
opportunity to help 
save a life 


Mercy Family Care’s network 
of clinics is asking area resi- 
dents to consider a national need 
~ bone marrow donations. 

A bone marrow donor regis- 
tration drive is planned for one 
day at each clinic during 
Medical Clinic Week Jan. 22-26. 
The idea for the drive stems 
from the personal need Mercy 
Family Care -— Roscommon 
medical assistant Marge 
Stoutenburg has witnessed in 
her own family. 

“My grandson needs a bone 
marrow transplant,’ Stoutenburg 
said. “Everybody here has been 
so supportive of him, so that’s 
how we got started.” 

Eric Trosco, a recruiter for the 
National Marrow Donor 
Program, said area residents 
willing to register will be asked 
to run four cotton swabs around 
the inside of their mouth to col- 
lect cells. Those cells will then 
be classified and used to estab- 
lish a possible future donation 
for a person in need. 

“We have just over 3,000 
patients right now who cannot 
find a donor,” he said. 
“Hospitals check with us every 
morning in hope that some per- 
son was added to the registry 
during our drives that provides a 
match.” 

Typically the need occurs 
when a person contracts a blood 
disease or blood cancer, general- 
ly leukemia. When radiation 
therapy does not work, physi- 
cians seek siblings for possible 
bone marrow donations. Only 
one out of ‘four times is a match 
found in a family. Physicians 
then turn to the national registry 
in hopes of finding a match, 
Trosco said. 

The marrow donor registry 
will be from 8:30 a.m. - 5 p.m, 
during the following days and at 
these locations:

Slow down and don’t crowd the plow! 


Winter weather means snow 


and ice in Michigan. That's why 


the Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) is 
reminding motorists to pay close 
attention to road conditions this 
winter season, MDOT's annual, 
winter-weather safety slogan is 
designed to alert motorists to 
give more room to snowplow 
operators.

"Protecting our families and

“It begins with the 
motorist driving appropriately 
for the conditions of a road (or 
bridge) and slowing down before 
approaching a snowplow. 
Additionally, extreme caution 
should be exercised when it is 
absolutely necessary to pass a 
plow."

deaths that occur as a result, are 
avoidable. 

"Everyone should allow more 
time to get around all winter 
long,” Steudle reaffirmed. "It cre- 
ates a much safer transportation 
network if motorists drive 
responsibly.” 

Crews will be out working dili- 
gently day and night, including 
holidays and weekends, so it's 
important that motorists slow 
down and pay extra attention 
when traveling on Michigan 
roads this winter.

Usually there is a fee for lab 
work associated with register- 
ing, but Trosco said Mercy 
Family Care and some grant 
money have covered all costs. 

“This is going to be a unique 
opportunity to join the donor 
registry for free, thanks to 
Mercy Family Care picking up 
half the costs,” he said. Once a 
person is registered, they may or 
may not be contacted in the 
future for a stem cell donation, 
depending on whether they 
match a patient in need. The reg- 
istry is open to people ages 18 to 
60. 

Registering should take no 
more than 15 minutes for the 
person to accomplish the mouth 
swabs and fill out the necessary 
papers, Trosco said. 

“There is a need for this,” 
Stoutenburg said. “I’ve seen a 
handful of people in our com- 
munity that need a bone marrow 
transplant.” 

Her grandson, Nevin, lives 
downstate now, after her son and 
his wife moved to within 30 
minutes of a hospital to be ready 
for any bone marrow donation. 

Trosko said there are nearly 6 
million people in the registry, 
but there remains a great need 
for more people. An acute need 
exists for minority donors. 

“About 75 percent in the reg- 
istry are Caucasian,” he said. 
“The remaining 25 percent 
encompasses all the minority 
groups. We ask anyone from any 
minority group, that includes 
someone who is multiracial, to 
consider joining the registry.”

Abraham's faith in God's 
promises was imputed to him for 
righteousness. This was written 
for our sake that we might be jus- 
tified by faith just like Abraham. 
“23Now it was not written for his 
sake alone, that tt was imputed to 
him; 24But for us also, to whom 
it shall be imputed, if we believe 
on him that raised up Jesus our 
Lord from the dead; = 25Who 
was delivered for our offences, 
and was raised again for our jus- 
tification.” (Romans 4:23-25).

River House Shelter, Inc. 


makes strides, faces issues |

Like the clients it serves, the 
River House Shelter, Inc. con- 
tinues to face ongoing chal- 
lenges after making the move 
to stand alone last year, 

The River House Shelter is 
marking its 20th anniversary 
this year. 

In April, 2006, the River 
House Shelter, a shelter for 
domestic and sexual assault 
victims, completed the steps to 
become established as a stand- 
alone, non-profit organization. 

The shelter, which was estab- 
lished in 1987 and was former- 
ly housed on Mercy Hospital 
grounds, moved into its new 
facility on North Down River 
Road in 2002. The shelter cov- 
ers Crawford, Roscommon, 
Ogemaw and Oscoda counties. 

Rhoda Hacker, the director 
for the River House Shelter, 
said it has always been the 
intent for the shelter to be a 
stand alone organization. 

“Once we moved to the new 
shelter facility, that made it 
more feasible to do that,” she 
said. 


The shelter continues to con- 
tract with the hospital to pro- 
vide health care and other ben- 
efits for its employees. 


“Because we’re a small non- 
profit agency, we could not 
have provided the employees 
with the same quality benefits 
that they had in the past, said 
Sister Maria Klosowski, the 
assistant director for the River 
House Shelter. 

Last year, clients stayed at 
the River House Shelter for 
5,951 bed nights - nights that 
women and children were in 
the shelter - which is up 1,700 
bed nights over the previous 
year. 

Klosowski, whose position is 
new at the shelter, said people 
are staying at the shelter longer 
due to the economy as well as 
the multitude of issues they are 
facing. P 

“If you have multiple prob- 
lems, it’s very difficult to 
resolve them,” Klosowski said. 

Earlier this month, the River 
House Shelter completed steps 
to secure $50,000 in funding 
through the Michigan State 
Housing Development 
Authority (MSHDA). The 
funds, which are earmarked to 
provide emergency assistance 
for homeless people. 

Jerrie Lynn Gibbs, the 
regional homeless assistance 
program specialist for 
MSHDA, said a_ total of 


$16,717 from the grant will go 
to pay for shelter operations 
and utility bills. Another 
$28,700 will be used to pay for 
counseling and legal advocacy 
services for the clients. About 
$6,000 will be used to pay for 
transportation of shelter clients. 
And $4,583 will go to fund the 
director’s position for the 
Crawford, Oscoda, Ogemaw, 
Roscommon (COOR) Housing 
Coalition held by. Nancy 
Latham, the housing commis- 
sion director for Oscoda 
County.

“They can only stay with us for 
90 days, and that is not enough

In the last year, River House 
has also been able to secure 
assistance to provide food for 
its clients through the Food 
Bank of: Eastern Michigan, a 
non-profit agency that distrib- 
utes surplus food and com- 
modities which is based in 
Flint. 

Having the food program 
available has allowed the shel- 
ter to save funds and cut down 
on the time spent going to 
stores to get food and supplies 
for the shelter.
